SCHOOL REPORT. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Ir 1s very pleasant to all the friends of education to see 
changes for the better in any of our schools. 

One great improvement has been made the past year, by the 
union of three former districts, and the erection of a new school- 
house. 

It is a great credit to the people of the present District No. 4, 
that they engaged in this enterprise so readily and so harmo- 
niously. People who show that they appreciate the value of 
education by doing so much for its promotion, exhibit some ~ 
of the best qualities of good citizens. 

We may confidently expect that the new school-house will 
prove a blessing to this village, and even to the whole town; ; 
for whatever improves one portion of a town is, in some degree, 
-beneficial to the whole. 

Another improvement, which has been partly secured, is the 
‘introduction of new text-books. 

Such a change is always attended with difficulty. It must 
always occasion more or less inconvenience. 

The object to be secured is the promotion of the greatest good 
of the greatest number for the longest time. There was an evi- 
dent necessity for many new books, and it was therefore deemed 
a favorable time for the introduction of such new text-books as 
would be an improvement upon the old ones. 

The laws of this State require that all the schools in a town 
shall use such books as are recommended by the School Com- 
mittee of that town. 

For the sake of securing a uniformity in all the schools, and 
thus avoiding much inconvenience in the future, the following 
new books are recommended: ‘Hillard’s Series of Readers,” 
‘‘ Guyot’s Geography,” and ‘* Quackenbos’ Grammar.” 
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DISTRICT No. 1. 


Teacher—Miss ELLEN F. Kyicgur. Whole number of scholars 
—first term, 28; second term, 24. Average attendance—first 
term, 22; second term, 19. Length of school—first term, 11 
weeks ; second term, 13 1-2 weeks. 

This school ought to be one of the best in the town. It has 
longer terms than the majority of our schools, and has been 
favored with excellent teachers. : 

The past year it has enjoyed the advantage of having the same 
teacher both terms, a teacher who was recommended by a suc- 
cessful experience, and who fully justifled our expectations by 
her quiet but efficient services. As much has been accomplished 
thus far as could be reasonably expected, but, in order that the 
school may take that high stand which is desired, it is necessary 
that all the pupils should continue to attend school and be 
thoroughly instructed for several terms to come. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Teacher—Miss Berti L. Hart. Whole number of scholars— 
first term, 41 ; second term, 40; third term, 47. Average attend- 
ance—first term, 32; second term, 80; third term, 35. Length 
of school—first term, 10 weeks; second term, 8 weeks; third 
term, 12 weeks. 

This is a large school of young scholars taught by a young 
teacher, yet all appear to be doing well. 

It is not strange that there should be some lack of strictness 
in government at first, but rather that one of so little experience 
in teaching should be able to take charge of so many pupils and 
govern them at all; but the teacher had the happy faculty of re- 
ceiving suggestions with profit, and now has proved herself to be 
a good disciplinarian as well as a very thorough teacher. 

The examinations were a fair exhibition of what the pupils had 
been doing through the whole term. The teacher deserves much 
credit in this respect. The scholars deserve praise for their 
speaking and compositions. 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 
Teacher—Miss Brown. ‘This school appeared to be in suc- 
cessful operation when visited. By mistake, notice was not re- 
ceived in time for a visit at the examination. / 
The register, which has just been returned, gives the following 
statistics: Whole number of scholars, 34. Average attendance, 
26. Length of school, 17 weeks. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Teachers—Miss Eitua F. Prespy, Miss Corprerza A. SANBORN, 
Miss Aucusta H. Eaton. Whole number of scholars—first term, 
(in the old brick school-house) 80. Average attenddhce, 25, 
Length of school, 8 weeks. 3 

Whole number of scholars—first term, (in factory school-house), 
42. Average attendance, 32. Length of school, 10 weeks. 

Whole number of scholars—second term, lower department ; 
53; higher department, 36. Average attendance, lower depart- 
ment, 45 ; higher department, 30. Length of school, 13 weeks. 

The school in the old brick school-house, being very much dis- 
turbed by the misconduct of some scholars, was closed without 
an examinatiou. 

The school in the factory school-house appeared better at its 
closing examination than ever before. The deportment of the 
pupils was perfectly good, and there was a remarkable degree of 
promptness and accuracy in answering questions. 

-The general exercisés were very entertaining, and showed 
much skill on the part of the teacher, and application on. the 
part of the pupils. 

The schools in the new school-house are now progressing har- 
moniously and successfully. 

Miss Eaton, the teacher of the higher department, shows her- 
self to be fully competent to instruct and to govern. The only 
thing to be desired with reference to both teachers is that their | 
labors may be long continued.

Miss Foss taught with her usual application and success. Al- 
though her school was small she seemed to have no lack of em- 
ployment. | 

Mr. Brown, although young and without previous experience 
in teaching, has succeeded well both in teaching and governing- 
The recitations in geography were especially worthy of commen. 
dation. The more advanced class recited by topics, and showed 
that they were well acquainted with the topics studied. 

In this District we have had one of the best schools in one of 
the poorest school-houses.

Teacher—Miss Mary P. Foss. Whole number of scholars— 
first term, 16; second term, 17. Average attendance—first term, 
15; second term, 13. Length of school—first term, 7 weeks ; 
- second term, 8 weeks. 

The great need of this District is longer schools. Considering 
the usual length of terms, the school has taken a very respectable 
stand. ‘The pupils appear to appreciate the few privileges ay 
have and to improve them to the best advantage. 

It is to be greatly desired that some arrangements may be 
made—either by the union of districts or some other means—by 
which they may enjoy better opportunities in the future.
